A v irus is a non-filterable or­ 
ganism 
of 
infinitesimal 
dim en­ 
sions. 
Th e Stanford research ers 
found by means of ph otograph s 
taken th rough an electron m icro­ 
scope th at polio v irus is a sph eri­ 
cal particle about twenty -fiv e bil­ 
lionth s of a m eter in diam eter. It 
reacts ch emically as a protein. 
Doctor Lortng pointed out th a t 
with th e discov ery of a relativ ely 
pure v irus th e “ex perim ental door 
is open” to furth er research . 
Th e ch emist cautioned, h ow-ever, 
th at “ a long and ex acting ex peri­ 
m ental path lies ah ead” in th e 
search for a successful v accine 
against polio. 
It was ex plained th at th e v irus 
m ust be render non-infectious and 
m ust be tested on fats, mice and 
monkey s before it can be safely 
applied in th e final stage — h uman 
v accination. 
Th e Stanford ex periment defin­ 
itely establish ed for th e first time 
w h at th e polio v irus looks like, its 
size and its ch emical properties. 
Th e Stanford research ers reach ­ 
ed success in th e first stage of 
th eir ex perim ent by remov ing th e 
brains and spinal cords of polio 
infected

The Authori ty of Jesus 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

12 Is John 2, the Memory 
Verse bein g M atthew 5:12, "Re­ 
joice an d be exceedin g glad,") 


♦’AND THE third day there 
was a m arriage in Can a of Gali­ 
lee; an d the m other of Jesus was 
there: An d Jesus was called, an d 
His disciples, to the m arriage.” 
The 
third 
day after 
w hat? 
Probably after the fin al occur­ 
ren ce in our last lesson , the talk 
— 
vlth Nathan ael. In the record we 
™ have of the y ears Jesus was on 
earth, there are few referen ces lo 
His mother; n on e to her bein g 
presen t at an y social gatherin g 
of which He was a part. In fact, 
this w riter does n ot recall at the 
momen t an y other festive gather­ 
in g, in the n ature of a party , that 
Jesus Himself atten ded. He gath­ 
ered with His frien ds in their 
homes, but that was all. 
Jewish m arriage feasts lasted 
a 
acveral day s an d were very merry 
™ 
occasion s. 
In this 
case Jesus’ 
m other came to Him an d said 
"They have n o win e.’’ 
Jesus’ an swer, as tran slated, 
seems very harsh, almost rude: 
"Woman , w hat have I to do with 
thee? Min e hour is n ot y et come." 
The Greek word for woman , how­ 
ever, was n ot disrespectful, but 
quite the con trary . The words, 
"w hat have I to do with thee?’’ 
m ay have been a reproof, but 
a mild on e. Jesus had n ow left 
home an d "was about His Fa­ 
the r’s busin ess.” 
Mary seems n ot to have been 
hurt at His rem ark, because she 
turn ed to the servan ts an d said, 
"W hatsoever He saith un to y ou, 
do it.” 
Jesus’ F irst Miracle 
Jesus saw six w aterpots of 
aton e, an d said to the servan ts, 
"Fill the waterpots with w ater.” 
^ 
They were filled, an d He said, 
W 
"D raw out n ow, an d bear un to 
the govern or of the feast.” They 
did so, an d when this person ta st­ 
ed the "w ater,” behold it was 
win e—-an d good win e. 
"W hen the ruler of the feast 
had tasted the wat$r that was 
m ade win e, an d kn ew n ot when ce 
It was (but the servan ts which 
drew the w ater kn ew); the gov­ 
ern or of the feast called the 
bridegroom.” 
a 
He said, “Every man a t the be* 
gin n in g doth set forth good win e; 
an d when men have well drun k, 
then that which is worse: but 
thou hast kept the good win e 
un til n ow.” 
This was the first miracle re­ 
corded, an d it was don e with the 
utm ost quiet, without an y of the 
won der an d awe which His m ira­ 
cles usually in voked. The first 
who tasted the win e, the “ruler 
the feast” did n ot kn ow he was 


c» 


drin kin g a beverage which waa 
miraculously proJuced. 
A fter the m airiage, Jesus, His 
mother, His brethren an d disci­ 
ples. wen t to Capern aum, where 
they tarried a few' day s. Then 
Jesus wen t to Jerusalem for the 
Passover. Goin g to the temple He 
foun d there the "court of the 
Gen tiles” which was an exten ­ 
sive court outside the san ctuary 
proper, where Gen tiles were al­ 
lowed, was filled with a crowd 
c h a n g i n g mon ey , bargain in g, 
shoutin g 
a t each other, some 
doubtless cheatin g. 
There were doves in wicker 
cages, oxen , sheep, the babble of 
man y 
lan guages, 
soun ds 
that 
were stran ge in a holy place. A 
righteous rage seized Jesus an d, 
makin g 
a 
“scourge 
of 
small 
cords.” 
he 
drove 
the 
motley 
crowd out of the temple, also the 
sheep an d oxen , an d “poured out 
the chan gers’ mon ey , an d over­ 
threw the tables." 
“Take these thin gs hen ce,” he 
ordered; “make n ot My Father’s 
house an house of merchan diz­ 
in g.” His an ger made the disciples 
remember that it was w'ritten in 
the scripture, ’T he zeal of thin e 
house hath eaten me up.” 


No Pro tests 
No on e seems to have made 
protest or tried to preven t Jesus’ 
action s, on ly some an swered Him, 
say in g, "W hat sign shewest Thou 
un to us. seein g that Thou doest 
these thin gs?" 
“Jesus an swered an d said un to 
them, Destroy this temple, an d in 
three day s I will raise it up. 
“Then said the Jews, Forty ahd 
six y ears was this temple in build­ 
in g, an d wilt Thou rear it up in 
three day s?” 
“But He spake of the temple of 
His body . 
“When therefore He was risen 
from the dead, His disciples re­ 
membered that He had said this 
un to them ; an d they believed the 
scripture, an d the word which 
Jesus had said.” 
How could Jesus “get away ” as 
we say today , with this In terfer­ 
en ce with the regular customs in 
this part of the temple? He was 
in the right, for on e thin g, an d 
filled with righteous an ger. He 
m ust have looked majestic, as 
“on e havin g authority ,” an d they 
were too aw-ed to do an y thin g 
but protest mildly . 
Durin g the period that Jesus 
was in Jerusalem , man y believed 
in His n ame, when they saw the 
miracles He did, but "Jesus did 
n ot commit Himself un to them, 
because He kn ew all men .” Per­ 
haps He did n ot believe tha t these 
people, excited by the miracles, 
w-ere real believers an d would re­ 
main true to Him. 
He "n eeded n ot that an y should 
testify of man : for He kn ew what 
was in m an .”

But take that same 
life, lead it in to the church, n ur­ 
ture it with the guidan ce of God’s 
word an d the faith in His plan 
an d that same life can accom­ 
plish literally the impossible.

the hun gry soul. The m in isters 
of every den omin ation stan d as 
represen tatives of God’s church,

The Authority of Jesus 


HIGHLIGHTS OH THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The 
International 
Uniform 
Lesson on the shove topic for 
Jan. 12 is John 2, the Memory 
Verse being Matthew 5 12, "Re­ 
joice and be exceeding glad.") 


"AND THE third day there 
was a marriage in Cana of Gali­ 
lee; and the mother of Jeaua waa 
there: And Jesus wa* called, and 
Jlia disciples, to the marriage.” 
The 
third day after what? 
Probably after the final occur­ 
rence in our last lesson, the talk 
' -rith N athanael In the record we 
have of the years Jesus was on 
earth, there are few references to 
His mother; none to her being 
present at any social gathering 
of which He was a part. In fact, 
this writer does not recall at the 
moment any other festive gather­ 
ing, In the nature of a party, that 
Jesus Himself attended. He gath­ 
ered with His friends in their 
homes, but that was a il 
Jewish marriage feasts lasted 
several days and were very merry 
occasions. In this case Jesus' 
mother came to Him and said 
“They have no wine.” 
Jesus' answer, as translated. 
seems very harsh, almost rude: 
•'Woman, what have I to do with 
thee? Mine hour is not yet come.” 
The Greek word for woman, how- 
ever, waa not disrespectful but 
quite the contrary. The words, 
••what have I to do with thee?” 
may have been a reproof, but 
a mild one. Jesus had now left 
home and "was about His Fa­ 
ther’s business.” 
Mary seems not to have been 
hurt at His remark, because she 
turned to the servants and said, 
•'Whatsoever He saith unto you, 
Jo it.” 
Jesus’ First Miracle 
Jesus saw six waterpots of 
stone, and said to the servants, 
•'Fill the waterpots with water.” 
They were filled, and He said, 
•'Draw out now', and bear unto 
the governor of the feast.” They 
did so, and when this person tast­ 
ed the "water,” behold it was 
wine—and good wine. 
"When the ruler of the feast 
had tasted the wat^r that was 
made wine, and knew not whence 
It was (but the servants which 
drew the water knew); the gov- 
am or of the feast called the 
bridegroom.” 
He said, "Every man at the be­ 
ginning doth set forth good wine; 
and when men have well drunk, 
then that which is worse: but 
thou hast kept the good wine 
until now.” 
This was the first miracle re­ 
corded, and it was done with the 
Utmost quiet, without any of the 
wonder and awe which His mira­ 
cles usually invoked. The first 
who tasted the w'ine, the "ruler 
af the feast” did not know he was 


drinking a beverage which was 
miraculously produced. 
After the m airiagt, Jesus. His 
mother, His brethren and disci­ 
ple#. went to Capernaum, where 
they tarried a few daya. Then 
Jesus went to Jerusalem for the 
Passover. Going to the temple He 
found there the "court of the 
Gentiles” which was an exten­ 
sive court outside the sanctuary 
proper, where Gentiles were al­ 
lowed. was filled with a crowd 
c h a n g i n g money, bargaining, 
shouting at each other, some 
doubtless cheating. 
There were doves In wicker 
cages, oxen, sheep, the babble of 
many 
languages, 
sounds 
that 
were strange in a holy place. A 
righteous rage seised Jesus and, 
making 
a 
"scourge 
of 
small 
cords,” 
he 
drove 
the 
motley 
crowd out of the temple, also the 
sheep and oxen, and "poured out 
the changers' money, and over­ 
threw the tables.” 
"Take these things hence,” he 
ordered; "make not My Father's 
house an house of merchandis­ 
ing." His anger made the disciples 
remember that it was written In 
the scripture, "The zeal of thine 
house hath eaten me up.” 
No Protests 
No one seems to have made 
protest or tried to prevent Jeaua’ 
actions, only some answered Him, 
saying, "What sign shewest Thou 
unto us. seeing that Thou doest 
these things?” 
"Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Destroy this temple, and in 
three days I will raise it up. 
"Then said the Jews, Forty abd 
six years waa this temple in build­ 
ing, and wilt Thou rear It up in 
three days?” 
"But He spake of the temple of 
His body. 
“When therefore He was risen 
from the dead, His disciples re­ 
membered that He had said this 
unto them; and they believed the 
scripture, and the word which 
Jesus had said.” 
How could Jesus “get away” as 
we say today, with this Interfer­ 
ence with the regular customs in 
this part of the temple? He was 
in the right, for one thing, and 
filled with righteous anger. He 
must have looked majestic, as 
"one having authority,” and they 
wrere too awed to do anything 
but protest mildly. 
During the period that Jesus 
was In Jerusalem, many believed 
in His name, when they saw the 
miracles He did, but "Jesus did 
not commit Himself unto them, 
because He knew an men.” Per­ 
haps He did not believe that these 
people, excited by the miracles, 
w’ere real believers and would re­ 
main true to Him. 
He "needed not that any should 
testify of man: for He knew what 
was in man.” 


Blighted trees may be compar­ 
ed with blighted lives.

In human 
lives, from the standpoint of the 
spiritual side, it is sin. Sin and 
separation from the Holy Spirit, 
has withered millions of lives of 
our generation.

A life without religion Is like 
a ship without a ridder, It 
moves aimlessly, gets nowhere 
and accomplishes nothing cor. 
struct vc. But take that same 
life, Iced it into the church, nur­ 
ture it with the guidance of God's 
word and the faith in His plan 
and that same life can accom­ 
plish literally the impossible. 


A blighted forest is a dismal 
sight. A blighted life- just one — 
la more distressing than all of 
the withered trees of a once 
beautiful forest. There is one Im­ 
portant difference between a 
blighted tree and a blighted soul. 
The tree, nor its owner can do 
anything to change the condi­ 
tion. The person with a blighted 


life. needs but to seek God, ask 
His forgiveness and trust faith­ 
fully In Him. 
The churches of this commu­ 
nity stand ready to give a help­ 
ing hand to the blighted lives, to 
the hungry soul. The ministers 
of every denomination stand as 
representatives of God s church, 
willing, even eager, to set the 


feet of drifter* back onto th* 
Way of Life again. 
Children raised in the Influ­ 
ence of the Church and Sunday 
Schools have a better opportu­ 
nity of avoiding blighted lives 
than those w hose set ions haws 
never been tempered with th# 
power of God's Love. Go to your 
church on Sunday, Help save 
the world from blight.

WHILE we hav e no v ery new 
or miraculous weapons against 
asthma, there are a good many 
tried and true measures which can 
be used with great benefit to the 
patient. 
An attack of asthma fa char 
acterized by shortness of breath, 
a great deal of coughing and the 
bringing up of thick material from 
the lungs. Usually such attacks 
are mild and can readily be treated 
by the doctor with the patient at 
home. 
In some instances, however, the 
disease occurs in a more serious 
form. In such cases, according to 
Dr. Haddon M. Carryer and his 
co-workers of the Mayo Clinic, the 
patient is best treated in the hos­ 
pital and, preferably, in a private 
room. 
v 
Nerv ous Factors Important 
This is necessary for several 
reasons. First, nervous factors are 
often important in making asthma 
worse. Patients who are panic- 
stricken because of the shortness 
of breath and are in an atmosphere 
of anx iety caused by family and 
friends, often respond favorably 
to new surroundings. Frequently 
this restores their confidence and 
hope. 
Second, the quiet hospital sur­ 
roundings and prompt administra­ 
tion of the proper remedies as 
soon as they are needed help the 


nervous sufferer from asthma to 
react favorably. 
Third, hospital rooms can be 
cleared of rugs, drapes, and fur­ 
niture and there are no animals 
with offending danders. The pa­ 
tient with asthma is often sensi­ 
tive to these things. 


Pillows and Mattress 
Before the patient is brought to 
the hospital feather pillows and 
the mattress can be made dust- 
proof with special covers. If it is 
not possible to put the patient with 
severe asthma into a hospital, an 
attempt should be made to make 
his home surroundings like those 
of a hospital room. 
In the treatment of the attack, 
the breathing in of ox ygen or an 
ox ygen-helium mix ture helps to 
relieve the shortness of breath. 
The mix ture may be administered 
through a mask. An ox ygen tent is 
not necessary. 
One drug which is most helpful 
in relieving the attack is epine­ 
phrine. It is given by injection 
under the skin. As the patient 
improves, the epinephrine may be 
employed as a spray into the 
mouth. Another drt 
which i* 
helpful is arninophylline. It is 
given by injection into a vein 
preferably in a sugar solution. 
While these things do not cure 
the asthmatic patient, they may 
serve to tide him ever a severe at­ 
tack.

LEARN FROM DUPLICATE 
SOME OF the most successful 
rubber bridge players have de­ 
veloped important phases of their 
well-rounded game through les­ 
son s learned in duplicate tourna­ 
ments. One of the most funda­ 
mental is that it seldom plays to 
let the other fellows play a con­ 
tract of one in a suit, especially 
when a single suit has been bid 
by one opponent and then passed 
by his partner. If the nex t player, 
whose pass would close the bid­ 
ding, has a hand of close to aver­ 
age strength, with fair length in 
one or two other suits, it usually 
will pay him to keep it open with 
a double.

WHILE we have no very nom 
or miraculous weapons against 
asthma, there are a good many 
tried and true measures which can 
be used with great benefit to the 
patient. 
An attack of asthma ta char­ 
acterized by shortness of breath, 
a great deal of coughing and the 
bringing up of thick material from 
the lungs. Usually such attacks 
are mild and can readily be treated 
by the doctor with the patient at 
home. 
In some instances, however, the 
disease occurs in a more serious 
form. In such cases, according to 
Dr. Haddon M. Carryer and his 
co-workers of the Mayo Clinic, the 
patient is best treated in the hos­ 
pital and, preferably, in a private 
room. 
v 
Nervous Factors Important 
This is necessary for several 
reasons. First, nervous factors are 
often important in making asthma 
worse. Patients who are panic­ 
stricken because of the shortness 
of breath and are in an atmosphere 
of anxiety caused by family and 
friends, often respond favorably 
to new surroundings. Frequently 
this restores their confidence and 
hope. 
Second, the quiet hospital sur­ 
roundings and prompt administra­ 
tion of the proper remedies as 
soon as they are needed help the 


nervous sufferer from asthma to 
react favorably. 
Third, hospital rooms can be 
cleared of rugs, drapes, and fur­ 
niture and there are no animala 
with offending danders. The pa­ 
tient with asthma ii often sensi­ 
tive to these things. 


Pillows ami Mattress 
Before the patient is brought to 
the hospital feather pillows and 
the mattress can be made dust- 
proof with special covers. If it is 
not possible to put the patient with 
severe asthma into a hospital, an 
attempt should be made to make 
his home surroundings like those 
of a hospital room. 
In the treatment of the attack, 
the breathing in of oxygen or an 
oxygen-helium mixture helps to 
relieve the shortness of breath. 
The mixture may be administered 
through a mask. An oxygen tent is 
not necessary. 
One drug which is most helpful 
in relieving the attack is epine­ 
phrine. It is given by injection 
under the skin. As the patient 
improve*, the epinephrine may be 
employed as a spray into the 
mouth. Another drt *r which is 
helpful is aminophylline. It is 
given by injection into a vein 
preferably in a sugar solution. 
While these things do not cure 
th# ar th ma tic patient, they may 
serve to tide him ever a severe at­ 
tack.
